The war with: Kandy having terminated 
with the most complete success, we have the 
greatest satisfaction in giving insertion to 
the General Order promulgated by his 
Excellency the Governor of Ceylon on 
that important occasion.—f'his glorious 
and national victory, over the tyranny of 
the former King, cannot fail being duly 
appreciated by the constituted authorities 
at home; and General Brownrigg has the 
merit of adding to his country, by firm- 
ness and decision, a rich and fruitful terrie 
tory, which had before baffled the attempts 
of the English, Dutch and Portuguese 
Governments.—An event most ably noe 
ticed in the following short Estract from 
the Ceylon Government Gazette.

LONDON, DECEMBER 15.

ing of the Vigilant, by which they had mu. 
tually agreed to surrender St. Domingo to the 
Freuch Gorerument, on certain conditions; 
and that all the property, excepting that 
possessed by Generals and other Oficers, was 
to be given up to their respective owners.” 
The same Gazette adds, that ““on the Mon. 
day previous the Duc de Manchester schoon.

ALMIRALTY SESSIONS. 
Tuesdty morning, at 11 o’clock, the Ad. 
miralty Sessions commenceed at the Old Baiie 
before Sie Wim, Scott, Mr. Jastice Bayly, 


and Mr. Baron Graham, for trial of offences 
committed on the high seas, when Wm. Done. 
van, otherwise Wm, [lamilton, a natural born 
subject of tbis kingdom, was arraigned, 
charged with having deserted from his Ma jes. 
ty’s ship Proserpine, on board of which he 
was seaman, and afterwards having ecutered 
into the service of (he enemy. It appeared, 
that on the Proserpine being carried into the 
harbour of FPouton, Donevan, wearing a 
French drese, accompanied by some French. 
mea, came on board the Proserpine, and wish. 
ed to entice several of the witnesses to enter 
into the service of the enemy. _Donevan’s 
defence was, that he was forced into the 
Scrvice; and the Learned Judge, after having 
8ummed up. the evidence, left the case to the 
Jury, who returned a verdict of Guilty. 

Caedon, Panjang, Sootoo and Moodle 
(Malays), were indicted for the murder of 
Antonio Da Costa and J. C. Matteia, on 
board the Governor Raflles Kast lndia coun- 
try ship, on her voyage from Batavia. There 
were 19 Malays vn board, In the night of 
the &th Nov. 1513, theship being then about 
200 miles B. of Madgascar, they mutinied, 
attacked the Europeans aud Luascars, and 
drove the survivors below. Capt. King and 
the Chicf Mate tuok refuge in the cabin, arter 
being severely wounded. Aran early hour 
next morning, being joined by the carpenter 
and others, they forced their way upou deck, 
and vverpowered the mutineers; two Malays 
were killed in the scufle. Haviug irous vnly 
for four, the prisoners were detained, and tne 
rest of the Malays were sent adrift in a boat. 
On mustering the remainder of the crew, 
seven persons were missing, including Da 
Costa and Matteia, who it was clearly proved 
had been stabbed by the Malays, aad thrown 
overboard. Baron Graham summed up the 
evidence; and the Jury, without hesitation, 
returned a verdicte-Guilty. 


Sir Wm. Scott then pronounced sentences 


that they should be hanged ou Thursday, and 
their bodies to be delivered to the surgeuns. 
Sir Willium ‘also passed sentence of death on 
W. Donevan, who was much aflected. 

Willtam Walmsley, alias Wilson, was in. 
dicted for that he, being a natural vern sub. 
ject of this country, did bear arms in the 
service of America, against Great Britain. 
The prisoner was found on board (he Rainbler 
American privatcer, which was Captured by 
the Thais, on the coast of Africa; but an 
admission being made that the prisoner had 
Confesscd nimself a British suvject under a pro= 
mise vi pardon, Mr. Justice Bayiy said, the 
case cuuld proceed no furtner, as after that, 
nothing the pfisoner had said could be evie 
dence agamst mm Not Guilty. 


The Court then adjuurned till the 1lth of 
January. 





Execution or THE M ALA Ys.=Thursday 
morning Panjang, Nootoo, Moodee, and 
Coeden, for the marder of their shipmates, on 
board the Governor Ratttes, Índiaman, were 
taken from Newgate, at nine o'clock, in a 
cart, in which they were accompanied by two 
of their countrymen, the executioner, and his 
assistant.

Rossrav Ann ArteMPT At Murper.—On

nature 5 he followed the sound to a tane lead. 
ing toa farm, up which he proceeded about 
twenty yards, where he found a man lying on 
the ground, apparently ina very distresscd 
state, who, after some hesitation, informed 
him that he had been robbed, illatreated, and 
left in the helpless state in which he was 
found; when, just as he was abuut to raise 
the man up, a fellow rushed from behind the 
hedge, and knocked him down with a blud- 
gcon, on which the maÂ on the ground ine 
Stanly got up; who, no doubt, had been mak- 
ing the pitiable moans, to excite the attention 
of the passengers as a decoy to rob them.

They then tried to cut his 
throat witha knife, but hestraggled hard, and 
having a very thick neckcloth on, prevented 
them from effectually succeeding ; and heat 
last wrested the kuife from them, but not till 
they had cut his right hand most dreadfully. 
They then made off. Mr. Crosstand returned 
to the publie road, and found the patrole 
within about 30 yards from the spot where 
it had taken place, who denied having heard 
Mr. Crossland call to him, and made no ate 
tempt to pursue the robbers.

PARIS, OCTOBER 17. 

That considerable agitation has for some 
time shewn itself at Paris, is a fact which 
might alarm the friends of Justice, loyalty, 
and public tranquillity, if it could not be 
traced toa very vbvious source; and if its 
ultimate bad consequcuces were not likely to 
fall upon those amungst whom it prevails, 
and by whose desperate machinatious it has 
been excited, 'Phere is room for an intereste 
ing memoir on this subject, if we were dis. 
posed to follow the different stages of the 
malady which began with the ruin of Buona- 
parte, which seems to be nouw pretty nearly at 
iis crisis, and which, like other fevers, is 
marching regularly to its decline. We may 
retura to the discussion of it on a future day ; 
but in the mean time, it is enough to bint at 
the existence of a party=—=ä4 numervus, active, 
depraved, though we trust, a puwerless party, 
== which, having etfected the murder of Louis 
the 16th, and enjoyed the:fruits of it, under 
the successive usurpations of his authority, 
still meditates, not only the overthrow of. the 
existing Government, but the extinction of 
ever) member of the royal house of Bou bon. 
The Kuug’s person being the first object of 
their designs, it may not prove unsatisfactory 
tu ascertam some vf the means which have 
been taken to provide for the security of a 
Life, so important in all Fespects to France 
aud to lurope. 

Whatever good faith May appear to belong 
to the military character in general, we are 
not sure (hat the French army is more distine 
guished by sentiments of honvur at the present 
day, (han during the Ancient Mosarchy. Nor 
is iL quite evident, whatever alacrity the 
Marsthals and oiher chiefs of that army may 
have discovered in tendering their allegiance 
to Louis, that an immense military body, 
created, commanded, tlattered, by Buonaparte, 
elated by victory, fed with plunder, and so 
recently endaumed by vengeance and despair 
it is not, we say, quite self.evident, that such 
a body, conwectiug their defears and humilia 
tions with the restoration of the King’s au 
thority, would be the fittest guardians of the 
Rojal House and Person. Accordingly, ‘for 
Bume months after the return of his Majest 
tu Paris, he committed himself to the fidelity 
of the National Guards, ‘These honest, in. 
dependent, and respectable citizens, may in 
truth be called the armed representatives of the 
French nation, and acquitted themselves of 
their honourable trust with a zeal and vi- 
gilaunce beyond all praise. But as the daily 
duty of the palace and its dependencies require 
ed a detachment of near 5uQ men, it was COtte 
sidered that the constant diversion of such a 
number of hoadz 
bourgeois families of Paris would fall too sc. 
verely on the trading part of the commuuity, 
and be felt as rather an uugracivus return for 
the liberal spirit which induced them to 
serve without pay, and to purchase their own 
clothing, arms and accuutrements, This, with 
other motives of a deeper and more political 
nature, determined the King to institute a 
body of household troops, for the Express 
service of the royal residence, and the protece 
tion of his own person. 

The ordinance being published that four 
tompauies of Gardes du Corps were to be 
formed, of youths of respectable families, 
who were to send in their names as candidates 
for examination aud etection, the lists were 
filled with astonishing rapidity, and these 
chosen companies soon completed. The 
King’s Gardes du Corps are olicered entirely 
by men who have distinguished themselves in 
the service, either of Eagland, the Coutie 
neutal Powers, or, in some special instances, 
of Buonaparte tuwself. They consist of 600 
each company ; the privates hold the rank of 
subelieutenants in the army; and after a 
certain term of service near the royal person, 
they are destined to supply the regiments 
of the line with officers. The umtform 
and appointments are the must brilliant 
that [can be imagined; the uniform blue, 
the ornaments silver; the different companies 
distinguished from cach other only by 
& variety in the broad embroidered belt, 
and in the colour of the velvet covering of 
the cartouche box. The Gardes du Corps 
serve equally on horseback and on foot. 
Their horses are noble animals; but the 
whole expeuse of the mounted chevalier to 
the public does not exceed from 25l. to 301. 
sterling per annum, little-more than the cost 
of an infantry soldier, the excess being fur- 
nished out of his own pocket. To this dis- 
tinguished body have been added two coin- 
Panis of mousquetaires rouges, composed 
also of gentlemen, and serving ou horscback ; 
but with this difference, that the latter only 
are disposable for the field. A corps of 
Gendarmerie in scarlet, and a company of 
Gardes du Corps of Monsieur in dark green, 
complete the French part of the establishment 
of the royal military household. - Devotiou 
to the crown and affection for the person of 
their Sovereign, arc of course the first senti. 
ments instilled into the minds of young war. 
riors, whose families, through all the provinces 
of the kingdom, are thus intimately con 
uected by the most endcaring ties with the

Monarch, through whose favour their children 
must rise to eminenee. ‘The effect of this upon 
the future spirit and constitution of the 
French army, it is not difficult to conjecture, 
men educated about the Court, hold.

advancement in life, will be gradually drafted 
into the marching regiments, and insensihl 
Superseding the coarser qaalities with which 
revolutionary violence, and the habits of 
robbery, had filled (he legions of the usurper, 
they will at length, possibly before many 
years have clapsed, infuse into the service its 
ancient character, of polished gallantry, and 
delicate honour. Nor have those who super. 
intend the conduct of the household troops 
forgot to annex to an institution so important, 
either the warlike services which enable soldiers 
ta act, or those military studies which ât them 
to direct the action of others. Masters of all 
kinds are employed for the instruction of 
these young men, in whatever concerns their 
Their progress in the higher 
branches of it will of evurse be more slow!

line. ‘The point of honour, it may be Supe 
posed, in a corps like that pf which we are 
speaking, must be carried to the most rigid 
excess: it is therefore indispensable N

quently shown itself in the supercilinus and 
domincering manner of their ofhicers, wnen 
any members of the household troops were 
present, the latter have invariably forced 
them into the field, and we are eredibly inform.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas the eneiny by a sudden incursion 
have succeeded in invading the capital of the 
patiun, defended at the moment by troops 
less numerous than their own, and afmost 
entirely of the militia 5 during their possession 
vf which, though for a single day only, they 
wantouly destroyed the public edifices, having 
no relatton in their structure to operations of 
war, nor used at the time for military an 
noyance 5 some of these editices being also 
cosily wionunients of taste aud of the arts, 
and others repositories of the public archives, 
Hot ouly precious to the nation, as the me. 
morials of tts oRIGIN ant its early transactions, 
but interesting TO ALL nations, as contribue 
tions to the general stock of historical 
tustruction and political science, 

Aud whereas, advantage has been taken 
of the loss of a fort, more immediately guard. 
ing the neighbouring town of Alexandria, to 
place the town within the range of a naval 


force, two long and too much in the habit 


of abusing its superiority wherever it can be 
applied, to require, as the alternative of a 
general congagration, an uudisterbed plunder 
of private property, which has been executed 
In 4 manner peculiarly distressing tou the 
inhabitants, whov had incounsiderately cast 
themselves upou the justice aud generosity 
of the victor. 

And whereas, it now appears, by a direct 
communication from the British Commander 
on the Asmerican station, to be his avowed 
purpose to employ the force under his direc. 
tiou, *“ iu destroying and laying waste such 
towus and districts upon the coast as may be 
fuund assailable 5” adding to this declaration 
the insulting pretext that it is in retaliation 
for a wantou destruction committed by 
the army of the Uuited States in Upper 
Canada, wheu it is woturious, that no des. 
truction hus been comunitted, which, notwithe 
Standing the multiplicd outrages previously 
Couimitted by tise enemy, wos not unauthoriscd 
and promptly shown to beso; aud that the 
United States have been as constant in their 
eudcavoers to reclaim the enemy from such 
outrages, by the contrast of their own exam- 
pie, asthey have been ready to terminate, 
vn reasonable conditions, the war itself. 

And whereas, these proceedings and declared 
purposes, which exhibit a deliberate disregard 
of the principles of humanity, and the rules 
of civilized warfare, aud which must give to 
the existing war a character of extended 
devastation and barbarism,at the very moment 
‘of negoctatiens for peace, invited by the enemy 
himself, leave no prospect of safety to any thing 
within the reach of his predatory aud incen. 
diary operations, but in manful and universal 
determination to chastise and expel the invader, 

Naw, therefore, Ï, James Madison, Presi. 
dent of the United States, do issue this my 
proclamation, eshorting all the geod people 
thereof, to uuite their hearts and hauds in 
giving eflect to the ample means possessed 
for that purpose. Ienjoin it on all officers, 
civil and military, to exert themselves iu exe. 
cuting the duties with which they are respec- 
tively charged. And moreespecially, k require 
the officers commauding the respective military 
districts, to be vigilant and alert in providing 
for the defence thereof ; for the more cflectual 
accomplishment vf which, they are authorised 
to call to the defence of exposcd and threaten. 
ed places portions of the militia most con- 
venient thereto, whether they be or be not 
parts of the quotas detached for the service 
of Òie United States under requisitions of 
the general government. 

On an veeasion which appeals so forcibly 
to the proud feelings and patriotic devotion 
of the American people, none will forget 
what they owe to themselves, what they owe 
to their country and the high destinies which 
await it; what to the glory acquired by 
Ui ir fathers, in establishing the independence 


which is now to be maintained by their uns, 


with the augmented strength and resources 
with which time aud Ileaven had blessed 
thein.

COCHRANE TO MR, MONROE. 


His Majesty’s ship the Toanant, in the, 


Patuxent River, August 18, 1814 

Sir— Having been called om by the Gove 
eruvr-General of the Canadas to aid him in 
Carrying iato effect measures of retaliation 
against the inhabitants of the Uuited States, 
for the wanton destruction committed by 
their Army in Upper Canada, it has become 
imperiously my duty, couformably with the 
Bature of the. Goveruor-General’s applica- 
tion, to issue to the naval force under my 
command, aa order to destroy and lay waste 
such towns and districts upon the coast as 
may be found assailable. 

1 had hoped that this contest would have 
terminated, without my being obliged to 
resort to severities which are contrary to the 
usages of civilized warfare; and as it has 
been with extreme reluctance and concern 
that F have found myself compelted to adopt 
this system of devastation, 1 shall be equally 
gratified if the conduct of the Executive of 
the United States will authorise my staying 
such proceedings, by making reparativn to 
the suflering inhabitants of Upper Canada; 
thereby manifesting that if the destructive 
measures pursued by their army were ever 
sanctivned, they wilt no longer be permitted 
by the government.

It is scen with the greatest surprise, that 
this system of devastation which has been 
practised by the British forces, so manifestly 
coutrary to the usage of civilized warfare, is 
placed by you on the ground of retaliation. 
No sooner were the United States compelled 
to resort to war against Great Britain, than 
they resolved to wage it in a manner most 
Cunsonant to the principles of humanity, and 
to those friendty relations which it was 
desirable to preserve between the two nations, 
after the restoration of peace. They pere 
ceived, however, with the, deepest regret, 
that a spirit alike just and humane was 
neither cherished nor acted on by your Gov. 
Ernment, Such an assertion would not be 
hazarded, if it was not supported by facts, 
the proof of which. has perhaps already 
carried the same conviction to other nations 
that ít has to the peaple of these Statcs.

During the same season, scenes of invasion 
and pillage, carried on under the same au- 
thority, were witnessed all aloug the waters 
of the Chesapeake, to an extent inflticting the 
most seriuus private distress, and uuder cire 
cumstances that justified the suspicion, that 
revenge and cupidity, rather than the manly 
motives that should dictate the hostility of a 
high minded foe, led to their perpetratiou. 
The late destruction of the houses of Gor- 
ernmeot in this city is another act which 
cumes necessarily into view. In the wars of 
modern Europe, no examples of the kind, 
even among nations the most hostile to each 
other, can be traced. In the coursc of ten 
ycars past, the capitalg of the principal 
powers of the Continent of Europe have 
been conquered and occupied alternately by 
the victorious armies of each other, and no 
instance of such wanton and unjustifiable 
destruction has been seen. _ We must go back 
to distant and barbarous ages to find a pa. 
rallel for the acts of which L complain. 

Although these acts of desolation invited, 
if they did not impose on the government, 
the wecessity of retaliation, yet in no instance 
has it been authorised. The burning of the 
village of Newark, in Upper Canada, pos» 
terior to the early outrages above enumerated, 
was not executed on that principle. The 
village of Newark adjoined Fort George, 
and its destruction was justified by the otficer 
who ordered it on the ground that it became 
necessary in the military operations there. 
The act, however, was disavowed by the 
Government. The burning which took place 
at Laong Point was unauthorised by the Gov- 
ernment, and the conduct of the officer sube 
Jeeted to the investigation of a military trie 
bunal, For the burning of St. David’s, com- 
mitted by stragglers, the offic r who coim- 
manded in that quarter was dismissed withvut 
a trial for not preventing it. 

Lam commanded by the President distinct. 
ly to state, that it as little comports with 
auy orders which have been issued to the 
military and naval Commanders of the United 
States, as it does with the established and 
kuaown humanity of the American nation, to 
PUFSUE à System which it appcars you have 
adopted. The Goverument owes it to itself, 
to the principles which it has ever held sacrcd, 
such wantou, cruel, and unjustifiable warfare. 

Whatever unauthorised irregularity may 
have been committed by any of its troops, it 
would have been ready, acting on these prin. 
ciples of sacred and eternal obligation, to 
disavow, and as far as might be practicable, 
to repair. But in the plan of desolating 
warfare which your letter so explicitly makes 
known, and which is attempted to be excused 
on a plea so utterly groundless, the President 
perceives a spirit of deep rootcd hostility, 
which, withvut the evidence of such facts, 
he could not have believed existed, or would 
harc been carried to such an extremity. 


For the reparation of injuries, of whatever 
nature they may be, not sanctioned by the 
law of nations, which the naval or military 
forces of either power may have committed 
against the other, this Government will al. 
ways be ready to enter into rcciprvcal arrange. 
ments, It is. presumed that your govern. 
ment will neither expect or propose any 
which are not reciprocal. 

Should your Government adhere to & 
system of desolation so coutrary.to the views 
and practice of the United States, so revolte 
ing to humanity, and repugnant to ‘the senti= 
ments and usages of the civilised world, whilst 
it will be seen with the deepest regret, it 
must and will be met with a determination 
and constaucy becoming a free people, con= 
tendiug in a just cause for their esseutial rights, 
and their dearest interests.

Major-General Brisbane having received instzuctions 
to advance with the troops under his commafid inte 
the territory of the Uni ed States, avails himself of the 
opportunity of requesting the Commanding officers will 
use every exertion to maintain the strictest discipline 
in the troops under his command; and he holds them - 
responsible, that in every instance where a complaint 
is made to him of any injury sustained by the inhabi- 
tants, that he will see them redressed, and whatever 
damage is done is instantly to be paid for, and charged 
against those concerned; and where this cannot be 
ascertained to the corps in general, so that unoffending 
people may not be sufferers. 

In taking the necessary psecaution against individuals 
who may so far forget what is due to themselves and 
their country as to commit acts of plunder or violence, 
the Major-General is at the same time fully convinced, 
that almost the whole of the troops are determined that 
their conduct shall not bring disgrace on the British 
names he therefore calls on themtn discover those 
wha may be guilty of any act of plunder or oppression, 
that they may be brought to the punishment they merit; 
and the soldiers must soon find that such a line of 
conduct will add much to their comforrs 5 for the in- 
habitants of the country, finding they are properly 
treated and protected, will bring every article necessa- 
ry into the camp; for those who remain quiet in their 
houses are not in the smallest degree to be molested, 
nor their property taken from them, without their tull 
consent, and its being paid for, as it is not against euch 
persons ihat Great Britain makes war, hut against a 
Government, whose folly and ambition has brought 
the miseries of war into their country, and the army 
and individuals in support of such a Government. 

The Major-General commanding has requested the 
Magistrates of the country to explain to the people 


his object and determination on entering the American 
territory, and he trusts that the conduct of the soldiers 
will be such as to retleet no shade of disbonour on

A Gentleman of this city, who left Alexan 
dria on Thursday evening, states, that he 
witpessed there a scene of great activity ; the 
enemy loading with great apparent composure 
the vesscls belonging to the town, with flour, 
tobacco, and cotton. The estimate of the 
inhabitants of the quantity alrcady shipped is 
about 12,006lb. flour, 700 hhds. tobacco, 
and 150 bales of cotton, with some small 
quantity of sugar and coffee. The enemy 
were engaged in raising a large ship sunk by 
the inhabitants, which they intended to ffl 
forthwith, They appeared to be in no great 
hurry. 

While the enemy were employed in loading 
a vessel, Captain Porter, Captain Crayton, 
and four other officers, made a dash into 
Alexandria on horseback, rode up to the 
midshijman who was superintending the 
loading of the boat, and Captain Crayton 
seized him by the cravat, and endeavoured to 
beat him off, but his carvat gave way, and 
he escaped. The party immediately galloped 
off, leaving the inhabitants in great consterna. 
tion. 

‘Fhe signal of alarm was immediately given 
on shure to all those employed on the wharfs, 
who promptly embarked, and all hands were 
ordered to prepare for action. The inhabi. 
tants apprehended an immediate destruction 
of the town; buta deputation being sent 
from the Corporation to state that the act was 
not “uthorised by them, nor done by any 
inhabitant of the place, and promising that 
they would place guards at the intersection 
of each street leading to the water to prevent 
a similar occurrence, the commanding officer 
Said he would overlook it, and the town was 
Again quieted.

“In a short time 1 observed a British soldier, 
and had him called and directed him to seek an 
officer; in a few minutes an officer came‚ who on 
learning who Ï was, brought General Ross and Ad- 
miral Cockburn to me. These officers behaved to me 
with the most marked attention, re spect, and politeness, 


had a surgeon brought, and my wounds dressed 
immediately. Aftera few minutes’ eouversation the 
General informed me (after paying me a handsome 
compliment) shat F was paroled, and at liberty to 
proceed to Washington or Bladeusburgh, as was also 
Mr. Huängton, who had remained with me, offering 
me every assistance in his power, giving orders for a 
litter to be brought, in which 1 was carried to 
Bladensburgh. Captain Wainwright, First Captain 
to Admiral Cochrane, remained with me, and behaved 
to me asif FE wasa brother. During the stay of the 
enemy at Bladensburgh, K received the mast polite 
attention from the ofäcers both of the navy and 
army.” 


LETTER OF TIK SECRETARY AT WAR. 
To the Editors of the Baltimore Patriot. 

It may be due to myself, and is certainly 
due to others, that the reasons under which 
1 retired from the direction of the W. Depart. 
ment, ata Juncture so critical as the present, 
should be fully and promptly kuow to the 
public. These rcasons will be found in the 
following brief exposition of facts :— 

On the evening of the 29th uit. the Presi. 
dent called at my lodgings, and stated, that a 
case of much delicacy had occurred; that a 
high degree of excitement had been raised 
among the militia ot the district; that he was 
himself an object of their suspicions and me. 
naces 5 that an officer of that corps nad given 
him notice, that they would no longer obey 
any order coming through me as Sveretary 
of War ; and that in the urgency of (he case, 
it might be prudent so far to yield to- the im- 
pulse, as to permit some other person to 
exercise my functions in relation to the defence 
of the district. 

To this statement and proposition, [ an- 
swered substantially as follows—=that Ll was 
aware of the excitement to which he alladed 5 
that T knew its source, ‘aad had marked irs 
progress ; that the present was uota mowent 
to examine (18 more veeult causes, objects, 
and agents; that it ostensible rested ou char- 
ges knowu to hinself to be false; that it was 
not for me to deterinine how far the supposed 
urgency of the case made it proper for him 
to yield toan impulse so vile and profligate— 
so injurious to truth, and sa destructive of 
ouder ; that [ could never surrender a part of 
my legitimate authority, for the preservation 
of the rest; thar [ must exercise it wholly 
or hot at all ; that 1 came inta the ofhee with 
objects exclusively public, and that, to ac. 
Comodate my principles or my conduct to the 
humours of a village mob, stimulated by fac. 
tion and led by folly, was not the way to pro- 
mote these; and that if his decision was in 
conformity to the suggestions he had made, 
lentreated him to accept my resignatiaa, 
This he declined doing. It was an extent, 
he was pleased to say, to which he meant not 
to go ; that he knew the excitement was lie 
mited, as well with regard to time as t» place ; 
that he was, and always had been, fully sen. 
sible of the general zeal, deligeuce, and valents 
which [ had put into the discharge of my 
duty 5 and that it would give him pleasure 
were Í to take time tu consider his pruposi. 
tiou. LI renewed the assurance of my great 


personal respect, and my readiness tw cun- 


form to his wishes an all proper occasions. 
Iremarked, that whatever zeal, diligence, 
and talent [ possessed, had been employed 
freely but ficmly, and according to my best 
views to (he publie good; and that as long 
as they were left to be sa exertéd, they were 
at the service of my country; but that the 
moment they were made ta bow tu uulitary 
usurpation or political faction, there shourd 
be an end of their public exercise. We now 
parted, with an understanding that Ll should 
leave Washington the following moruing. 

It hassince been stated to me asa fact ( o 
which [ give the most reluctant belief}, that 
on the morning of the 29th, and before my 
arrival in the city, a Committee of the inhabi- 
tants of Georgetown of whom Alexander C. 
Hanson, Editor of the Federal Republican, 
was one (false), had waited on the President, 
by deputation, and had obtained fcom him 
a promise, that f should no longer direct the 
military defence of the district. Qu this fact, 
all commentary is unnecessary. 

It but remains to exhibit and to answer the 
several charges raised against me, and which 
form the grouud wórk of that excitement, to 
which the President has deemed it prudent to 
sacrifice his authority in declining to support 
mine. They are as follow, vig z—= 

Ist. That (From ill-will to the district of Columbia, 
and a design to remove the seat of Government). 
1 gave orders for the retreat of the army, in the 
alfair of the 24th uit. under circumstances not making 
retreat necessary or proper. 

This charge has not for its support the sha. 
dow of truth. The Commanding General 
will do me the Justice to say, that 1 gave him 
no such order ; and that he was and is under 
the impression, that the retrcat was made car. 
ler than È believed it to be preper. To the 
President Il appeal, whether [ did not point 
eut the disorder and retreat of a part of the

first line, soon after the action began, and 
stigmatise it as base and infamous. 

2d. That, in despite of the remonstrances of General 
Winder, and by the interposition of my authority, 
lhad prevented him from defending the capital. 

‘This charge contains in it a total perversion 
of the truth. When the head of th® retiring 
column reached the capitol, it was halted for a 
moment, General Winder here took occa- 
sion to state to Mr. Munroe and myself, that 
he was not in condition to maintain another 
conflict, and that his force was braken down 
by fatigue and dispersiou. Under this repre- 
sentation, we uuited in opinion, that he 
should procced to occupy the heights of 
Georgetown. 

3d, That I had withdrawn the covering party from 
the rear of Fort Washington (Warburton), and had 


ordered Captain Dyson to blow up the fort without 
firing a gun. 


This charge is utterly devoid of truth. ‘The 
Covering party was withdrawn by an order 
from General Winder, and Captain Dyson’s 
official report shews, that the orders uuder 
which he acted were derived from the same 
Source, though, no doubt, mistaken or mise 
represented. 


4. That by my orders, the navy-yard had been 
burned. 


This, like its predecessors, is a positive 
falsehood. Perceiving that no order was taken 
for apprising Commodore Tingey of the re= 
treat of the army, 1 sent Major Bell to com. 
municate the fact, and to say, that the nav 
yard :ould no longer be covered. ‘The Com. 
Modore was of course left to follow the Sug- 
gestians of his own mind, or to uvbey the 
orders, if orders had been given, of the Navy 
D:partmment. 


5. And lastly, that means had not been taken to 
collect a force sufficient for the occasion. 


As the subject of this charge may very 
soon become one of eungressional inguiry, 
Eshall at present make but a few remarks sam 

Ist. That no means within the reach of the 
War Department has been omittud or with. 
held: that a separate military district, 
embracing the seat of government, had been 
crvated; that an officer of high rank and 
character had been placed in charge of it ; that 
to him was given full authority to call for 
Suppiies and for a militia force of 15,000 
Men ; that to this force was added the 36:h 
regiment of the line, a_battalion of the 38th, 
detachments of the 12th, of the artillery, and 
ef the dragoons, the marine corps, ant the

The last cruise of the. American flotilla on 
Lake Ontanio. is detailed in the following 
extract from Commodore Chauncey's dispatch, 
dated Aug. 10, off Kingson: 

“In the. afternoon of the SIst July, F was taken 
on board ; hut iet was a calm, and L did not sait hefore 
the next morning.

There we intercepted one of 
the enemy’s brigs running-over from York to Niagara 
with troops, ank ran her on shore about six nriles to 
the westward of Wort George, L ordered the Sylph 
in, to anchor as near ta. the enemy as she could with 
safety, and to destroy her. Captaia Elliot ran in in a 
very zattent manuer to. within from 300 to 590 yards 
of her, and was about anchoring, when the eaegiy set 
fire to her, and she spon after blew up. This vessel 


“wäs a schooner the tast years and called the Beresford; 


—since they altered her toa brig they changed her 
name, and E have not been able.to ascertain it » she 
mounted 14 guns, twelve 24 pound carronades, and 
two long 9 poundere. 

‘ Finding the enemy had two ofher brigs and a 
schooner in the Niagara river, [ determiued to leave a 
force ta watch them, and selected the Jefferson, Sylph, 
and Oneida for that purpose, and placed the whole 
under the orders of Captain Ridgely. Having looked 
iate York without discovering any vessel of the 
enemy, Ì left Niagara with the remainder of: the 
squarron on the evening of the %th,and arrived here 
the 9th.
